GERMANY PROTESTS 10 U. S. 
OVER SEIZURE OF NAZI FLAG

Note Calls Attention to Last Week’s 
Disorder on Bremen in New 
York Harbor. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 30.—A for- 
mal protest was made by the Ger- 
man Government today against the 
action of anti-Nazi demonstrators 
in tearing the swastika emblem 
from the liner Bremen at New 


York City last Friday night and 
throwing it in the Hudson River. 

The note protesting against the 
incident was sent to the State De- 
partment by Dr. Rudolph Leitner, 
Charge d’Affaires of the German 
Embassy, under instructions from 
Berlin. 

William Phillips, Acting Secretary 
of State, informed newspaper men 
at noon that a communication 
had been received from the German 
Embassy. He said, however, that 
the note had not yet been translat- 
ed and he could not make public 
its contents. 

It was reported reliably that the 
German Government, under pres- 
sure of public opinion at home, de- 
cided the State Department’s pre- 
vious expression of regret over the 
incident was not sufficient. 

It was said that the note, while 

protesting treatment of the 
Nazi flag, did not demand an 


apology.

NEVER ATTENDED 
COLLEGE HIMSELF 


Had Only High School Ed- 
ucation, but Became 
Known Over World as 


‘Leader of Profession. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., July 30.—Wal- 


ter Williams, lately ‘president of the 
University of Missouri, founder and 
Dean Emeritus of the university's 
School of Journalism, died at his 
home here last night of a compli- 
cation of.diseases, which followed 
an attack of sciatica 18 months ago. 
He was 71 years old, and retired 
from the presidency in June. 

The funeral will be held at 10 
a, m. tomorrow at the Presbyterian 
Church, of which Dr. Williams was 
long a member, and will be con- 
ducted by the pastor, the Rev. Jos- 
eph M. Garrison, and the Rev. Dr. 
A. A. Wallace of Mexico. University 
activities will be suspended from 
the funeral hour until noon, and 
Columbia stores and offices will 
close. Flags on the campus were 
at half-staff today. 

Honorary pallbearers will be 
President Frederick A. Middlebush 
and deans of all the divisions of the 
university, members of the Colum- 
bia Round Table Club, past presi- 
dents of the Missouri Press Associ- 
ation; H. H. Banks and James H. 
Moss of Columbia, Dr. Robert  S. 
Johnson, president of St. Louis Uni- 
versity; Gov. Guy B. Park; Rich- 
mond C. Colburn, St. Louis, presi- 
dent of the University Alumni 
Association; and Charles G. 
Ross and Dr. Isidor Loeb of St. 
Louis. Active pallbearers will be 
C. C. Bowling, J. S. Rollins, E. Syd- 
ney. Stephens, Chester L. Brewer, 
R. B. Urice and R. L. Hill, all of 
Columbia. 

At the time of Dr. Williams’ 
death, at 9:10 p. m., his wife, Mrs. 
Sara Lockwood Williams; his son, 
Edwin Moss Williams of New York, 
and his daughter, Mrs. John F. 
Rhodes of Kansas City, were at his 
bedside. 

Though his illness had appeared 
hopeless to physicians and friends, 
Dr. Williams continued, almost to 
the last, his writing on newspaper 
subjects and his world travel plans. 
He talked in the last few days of 
going to London in the fall to ad- 
dress the British Institute of Jour- 
nalists. 

Never Attended College. 

Dr. Williams, native Missourian 

who never attended college, was 
one of the most liberally educated 
men in America. In his five years 
at the head of the university, he 
handled educational problems with 
as much ability and familiarity as 
he showed in the public and polit- 
ical relations of the institution. 
- But his most important and best 
remembered work was not in the 
office of President. It was in the 
school of journalism, which he or- 
ganized in 1908, before any other 
American university had a separate 
department of this kind. 

In directing the school of journ- 
alism, Dr. Williams’ contacts and 
his influence became world-wide. 
As John Wesley said, “The world is 
my parish,” so the Missouri dean 
could have said, “The world is my 
print shop.” He was the teacher, 
the friend, or the adviser of edi- 
tors and publishers in nations, large 
and small, around the globe. 

Boonville was his home town, its 
high school was his only alma ma- 
ter, and the Boonville Topic, now 
remembered chiefly for its connec- 
tion with his career, gave him his 
first job, as printer’s devil at 75 
cents a week, when he was just out 
of school, in 1879. 

Before he was a voter, young 
Williams was editing the Boonville 
Advertiser, oldest Democratic week- 
ly in Central Missouri, in the stir- 
ring Blaine-Cleveland campaign of 
1884. He was president of the Mis- 
souri Press Association before he 
left the Advertiser, in 1889, to take 
a job as bookkeeper at the peni- 
tentiary in Jefferson City under 
Gov. Francis’ administration. This, 
and a brief term on the Columbia 
School Board, were the only po- 
sitions of a political nature which 
he held. 

In 1890 he went to the Columbia 
Missouri Herald as its editor. Here, 
for 18 years, he was closely asso- 
ciated with E. W. Stephens, pro- 
prietor of the Herald. During this 
period, Mr. Williams was president 
of the National Editorial Associa- 
tion for a year, edited the St. Louis 
Presbyterian for two years, direct- 
ed the Daily State Tribune at eee 
ferson City four years, ran 
monthly, the Country Editor, ae 
wrote for St. Louis and Kansas 
City newspapers.

PRESIDENT DESIGNS 
HALF CENT COIN 
WITH HOLE IN IT 


Also Proposes Square Mill 
Piece—Will Not Use 


Aluminum.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has designed a coin 
which soon may be in use, Con- 
gress willing. 

It is a half-cent piece, and Sec- 
retary Morgenthau said it had a 
hole in the center. 
also sketched a one-mill coin, which, 
unlike all other American metal 
money, is square. 

Morgenthau said he liked both 
designs. The midget coins have 
been proposed as an aid to states 
having sales. taxes. 

The half penny may be of cop- 
per. The metal in the mill has not 
been decided, but it won’t be alu- 
minum, The source of virgin alu- 
minum virtually is controlled by 
the Aluminum Co. of America, 
known as a “Mellon interest,” and 
the relations between Andrew W. 
Mellon and this administration are 
not so good. 

“T can’t imagine this administra- 
tion manufacturing its currency 
out of aluminum,” said Morgen- 
thau. 


ENGLISHMAN FAILS -T0 KEEP 
WIFE FROM ENTERING U. S. 


Immigration Officers Decide in Fa- 
vor of Mrs. Guy M. Liddell, De- 
spite Old British Law.

NEW YORK, July 30.—An at- 
tempt by Capt. Guy M. Liddell to 
bar the entry of his wife, the 


daughter of the late Lord Revel- 
stoke, to the United States failed 
today when a special board of in- 
quiry at Ellis Island decided she 
was within her legal rights in com- 
ing to this country. 

A suit for their divorce is pending 
in England, and under English law, 
it was stated, the husband has a 
right to bar entry of his wife if she 
leaves England without his permis- 
sion. 

The wife, Calypso Baring Liddell, 
arrived yesterday and at the re- 
quest of Capt. Liddell was taken to 
Ellis Island. With her were her 
four children—Peter, 8 years old; 
Elizabeth, 7; Kuno, 5, and Mary, 4 
The inquiry board permitted Mrs, 
Liddell, who has an estate at Ru.n- 
son, N. J., to land under a re-entry 
permit for six months, but the cn- 
try of the children, who hold no 
permits, was stipulated as tempo- 


rary. 


ROBBERS GET $50,000 IN LOOT 
AT FIFTH AV. JEWELRY STORE 


$10,000 Necklace Said to Have Been 
Owned by Marie Antoinette Is 
Taken in New York.

NEW YORK, July 30—A ruby 
necklace whieh jewelers say once 
belonged to Marie Antoinette was 
stolen by thieves yesterday. The 
necklace, valued at $10,000, was 
seized with other jewelry valued at 
$40,000 during the rush hour from 
the store of Nicolai Miller at 743 
Fifth avenue. 

Two robbers bound and gagged 
two clerks, and within 10 minutes 
cleaned out the show windows and 
showcases. Before the clerks could 
free themselves, the thieves had dis- 
appeared in the crowd. 

The Marie Antoinette necklace 
was displayed in the window. Be- 
side it was a card purporting to be 
certification of its ownership from 
the French Government. The neck- 
lace was made up of 25 flat-cut ru- 
bies of one to two carats each, set 
in gold filigree with small dia- 
monds and with a ruby and dia- 
mond clasp. 


SEVEN KILLED WHEN AUTO 
FALLS 75 FEET INTO CANYON 


Child, 3, Survives After Plunge Fa- 
tal to Others in Car, Near 
Fredonia, Ariz.

J. W. Bingham of Tucson identi- 
fied members of the party as Mrs. 
Howard Martineau and her daugh- 
ter, Madge, 18 months old; Mrs. 
Frank Webb; Mr. and Mrs. Rae- 
burn E. Bischoff, their daughters, 
Raeburna, 8 years old, and Jo Ann, 
7, and their son, Robert, 3, who 
was reported to be the only sur- 
vivor. 

Bingham, father of Mrs. Bischoff, 
said all were from the Mormon set- 
tlement at Tucson.

House Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee today by Representative Ev- 
erett M. Dirksen (Rep.), Illinois. 

Dirksen made his charge in ques- 
tioning Chairman Jesse Jones of 
the RFC about his stand on the 
proposed bill to take the supervi- 
sion of mortgage refinancing away 
from the RFC, 

“IT don’t want to be personal 
about this,” Dirksen said, “but I 
have had word from bondholders 
of the Houston Properties that they 
have got only 20 cents on the dol- 
lar.” 

The Houston Properties is a cor- 
poration in Houston, Tex., which 
holds numerous buildings which 
Jones has promoted. Participating 
in the refinancing of these proper- 
ties were Jones’ brother, John 
Jones, and Jones’ personal attor- 
ney, George Butler. 

“But those must have been per- 
sons who refused to come in on 
the plan,” Jones said. “They must 
represent less than 5 per cent of the 
bondholders.” 

“I’m not so sure of that,” Dirk- 
sen replied. “I can think of hun- 
dreds who got 5 and 10 cents on 
the dollar under these mortgage 
refinancing plans approved by the 
RFC.” 

Opportunity He Wanted. 

For weeks Dirksen has sought an 
opportunity to question Jones about 
facts brought to light by investi- 
gators for the House Committee 
investigating mortgage refinancing. 
The name of Jones’ brother and 
his personal attorney, Butler, recur 
in a number of mortgage refinanc- 
ing plans, according to Dirksen. 

Dirksen had charged that admin- 
istration members on the commit- 
tee, headed by Representative Sa- 
bath (Dem.), Illinois, have sup- 
pressed this data and have succeed- 
ed in preventing Dirksen from 
questioning the RFC chairman, 

Jones appeared today before the 
Banking and Currency Committee 
of the House, not in regard to the 
mortgage refinancing bill, but to 
give his opinion on the Measure in- 
troduced by Representative Kop- 
plemann of Connecticut, which 
would create 12 intermediate credit 
banks to advance loans to smail 
business and industry. Dirksen 
.:ized the opportunity, however, to 
question Jones about the mortgage 
refinancing policy of the RFC and 
drew a promise from Chairman 
Steagall of the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee that Jones would 
appear again at a later date for fur- 
ther questioning on this phase of 
the RFC’s loan program. 

The RFC chairman expressed 
strong opposition to the Kopple- 
mann measure, insisting that the 
RFC had given all possible aid to 
small industries. 

“The fact is,” said Dirksen, “that 
the RFC must wait for the smart 
gentlemen on the inside to come 
forward with their plan, while the 
bondholder waits, too, and gets it in 
the neck. The insiders take all tie 
grapes through enormous fees. Isn’t 
it essential that some agency of the 
Government should be able to act, 
so that it would not be necessary to 
wait for a plan?” 

“Smart Racketeers.’ 

“But the conservator proposed in 
the Sabath bill couldn’t do it any 
better than we can,” Jones replied. 
“There would be delays just the 
same,” 

“I disagree with you,” Dirksen 
said. “Take the instance of the ho- 
tel in Palm Beach that Henry L. 
Doherty, the utility operator got for 
$250,000. A hotel worth $6,500,000, 
and Henry L. Doherty got it for 
$250,000. That is an example of the 
kind of thing I mean.” 

Dirksen referred to the insiders 
responsible for mortgage refinanc- 
ing plans approved by the RFC as 
“smart racketeers.” 

“We must feel that the plan is 
fair to all interested parties before 
it is approved,” Jones insisted. 

Kopplemann, urging his bill fo: 
more credit for small business and 
industry, said that large textile cor- 
porations had fought loans to small 
concerns in New England. 

“The big fellows don’t need these

WOMAN, HIRED 10 AILL 
MAN, TELLS OF GRIME 


Evelyn Smith Says She Stran- 
gled Ervin Lang, Cut Off 
Legs W:th Hacksaw. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Ju'y 30. — Assistant 
State’s Attorrey Charies S. Dough- 
erty said today Mrs. Evelyn Smith, 
47 years old, former’ burlesque 
dancer, confessed early this morn- 
ing that she atone killed Ervin 
Lang, cut off nis legs and, with the 
aid of her Chinese husband, Harry 
Jung, threw his body into a swamp 
near Hammond, Ind., the morning 
of July 6. 

Dougherty said he and Lieut. 
Thomas Kelly of the State’s Attor- 
ney police obtained the admission 
in his office after eight hours of 
questioning during which Mrs. 
Smith was twice confronted by Mrs. 
Blanche Dunkel, 43-year-old moth- 
er-in-law of the dead man, and con- 
fessed instigator of the killing. 

Mrs. Smith, after confessing; 
prosecutors said, wisecracked: 
“Well, boys, I’m heading for the 
last roundup!” 

Mrs. Smith at first denied Mrs. 
Dunkel’s story that she had hired 
the former to kill Lang for a fee 
of $500, of which $100 was 
paid, according to Mrs. Dunkel. 
However, after Mrs. Smith was 
taken before her accuser the sec- 
ond time, she made what Dougherty 
said was a “complete confession,” 
saying her only motive was. the 
$500, but that she didn’t get even 
the $100. 

The Assistant State’s Attorney 
said her statement corroborated the 
story told by Mrs. Dunkel after her 
arrest July 10 when she admitted 
hiring Mrs. Smith to kill her son- 
in-law because of jealousy over 


‘Lang’s attention to other women 


since the death of Mrs. Dunkel’s 
daughter, Mallie, in December. 

Dougherty quoted Mrs. Smith as 
saying she and Mrs. Dunkel invited 
Lang, 28-year-old grocery clerk, to 
Mrs. Smith’s place on the night of 
July 5 and that after he became 
unconscious from drinking whisky, 
Mrs. Dunkel left. Then, Dougherty 
said Mrs. Smith related, she stran- 
gled him with a rope. 

Then, according to Dougherty, 
she placed the body in a closet, 
fearing to carry it outside to the 
car in which Jung waited because 
of a party being given by neigh- 
bors. 

Mrs. Smith left the apartment, 
next morning, her statement con- 
tinued, and purchased a hacksaw 
at a nearby hardware store, and 
with the saw and knives cut off 
the victim’s legs, putting the legs 
and torso in a trunk.

TIFF MINERS VOTE 
T0 STRIKE AUG. 12 


Meeting at Old Mines, Mo., 
Gives Company Two Weeks 
to Increase Pay.

CLD MiNES, Mc., July 30.—A 
mass meeting of 600 tiff miners, 
held yesterday afternoon on a 
Washington County hillside near 
this town, voted to call a 
strike Aug. 12 unless the 
National Pigment & Chemical Co.

increased pay rate. They ask for 
an increase from $3.50 to $5.50 a 


ton, declaring that mary of them 
are now unable to earn more than 
$2.50 a. week at the prevsiling 
scale. Many of the workers are on 
relief. 

The men attending the meeting 
were a representative group of the 
26u0 engaged in tiff, or barytes, 
mining in the county, which is the 
center of production of this com- 
modity, used as a base in paint 
manufacture. 

Priest Talks to Meeting. 


The Rev. John H. Cook, pastor 
of the Catholic church at the town 
of Tiff, was the principal speaker 
at the strike meeting. He counseled 
the strike vote, but argued against 
an immediate walkout, which some 
of the workers favored. 

Tiff production is dependent on 
the weather, and the rain of recent 
months has limited the working 
time of the miners, and kept the 
earnings so small that the workers 
have been unable to subsist. on 
them. \ 

Father Cook, speaking to the 
men, stood on a flatcar loaded with 
tiff,.in the broiling heat of the sun, 
and told them that the time had 
come for a strike. “You have tried 
to get better pay by peaceable 
means,” he said, 

“God put you men on earth to 
live, not to starve,” the priest said. 
He urged, however, that time be 
given for possible concessions by 
the employers. 

To Dig Tiff, But Not Move It. 

It was decided that, in the two 
weeks’ interval, the men would dig 
tiff and pile it up, but that they 
would try to prevent the product 
from being moved. 

The tiff miners are members of 
three organizations, none of them 
affiliated with the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. Some belong to the 
National Barytes Association, to 
which some land-owners also be- 
long. Others are in the Workmen's 
Benefit Association or the Amer- 
ican Workers’ Union. 

They will endeavor, it was de- 


cided, to put ‘pressure on the paint / 


company, through unions in the A. 
F. of L., and to prevent the moving 
of the product, unless a settlement 
of their demands is made.

More Sounding for Length. 
All day we plied our path across

But, because 
the echo sounder indicates objects 
at a considerable angle from the 
ship, it will be necessary to fine- 
comb the sea about the red buoy 
until the angles can be correlated 
and the exact position of the hulk 
determined. The echoes travel with 
mathematical precision to and from 
the bottom with such uncanny ac- 
curacy that we can measure these 
angled depths by means of them. 

The wreck beneath us is larger 
than that we sighted last Friday 
less than half a mile from the spot 


where we concentrated our efforts 


yesterday. We know, however, 
that the bottom off Kinsale is dot- 
ted with the wreckage of vessels of 
war and peace. We recognize that 
our search may be long and hard, 
that we may have to search count- 
less hulks before our object is 
found. Nevertheless hope is high 
that the wreck sighted yesterday 
will prove to be the Lusitania. 

Last night, as we sailed at dusk 
from the scene where our hope for 
today lies, we could see the two 
markers receding in the half dark- 
ness; the white flag that desig- 
nates the scene of the expedition’s 
first search, and the red where the 
first diver to stand on the sunken 
Lusitania’s decks may see the 
surface close over his headpiece 
as he descends slowly in search of 
gold and historical facts.

Hanged by Men Who Take

While State highway patrolmen, 
a National Guard company and 
county officers sought the mob in 
an effort to prevent the lynching, 
its members hanged the Negro, de- 
scribed by Sheriff J. T. Moore as 
insane, near the place where he 
killed Stokes with an ax this morn- 
ing. His body was filled with pis- 
tol and shotgun wounds. 

The Sheriff's office was informed 
the Sheriff and Deputy T. P. Bean, 
who were taking the Negro out 
of the county as a precaution 
against violence, were halted 10 
miles from here and the Negro 
taken from them.

His father having been killed in 
a mine accident, there were no 
funds for painting lessons. Ferry 
persisted and about nine years ago 
made his way to St. Louis, quitting 
work as a candy salesman, setting 
up his easel in the window of a 
paint store on Olive street near 
Grand boulevard, and turning out 
landscapes which brought him a 
comfortable income and permitted 
him to obtain some instruction. 

At one time he appeared at a St. 
Louis theater, making crayon 
sketches for the amusement of the 
audience. He was able to ride a 
horse and drive an automobile. 

Turns to Selling Ice Cream. 

In recent years, finding no mar- 
ket for his paintings, he became a 
familiar figure as an ice cream ven- 
der along Delmar boulevard be- 
tween Grand boulevard and Kings- 
highway, continuing his painting for 
his own amusement. 

Surviving are his mother and sev- 
eral sisters and brothers, who re- 
side in Montana.

KATTELMAN HELD 
NOTIN CONTEMPT 
FOR NOT REPLYING 


| |U. S. Judge Moore Decides 


Head of Brokerage Firm 
Is Within His Constitu- 
tional Right. 


Harold J. Kattelman was within 
his rights when he refused, on the 
ground that he might incriminate 
himself, to answer questions about 
his business at an examination be- 
fore Referee in Bankruptcy. Plow- 
man, United States District Judge 
Moore ruled today in dismissing a 
contempt citation. 

Judge Moore held that the witness 
was the judge of whether an an- 
swer might incriminate him and 
that aKtatelman should be allowed 
“considerable latitude” in determin- 
ing whether to answer, because he 
was in a business regulated by 
many laws. His stock-selling firm, 
the H. J. Katatedman Co., has been 
closed since the Federal Securities 
and Exchange Commission filed suit 
against it June 29, alleging that it 
was an insolvent bucket shop. 

The ingliry before Referee in 
Bankruptcy Plowman will be re- 
sumed tomorrow, with other wit- 
nesses on the stand. 

Opening tSatement. 

In an opening statement to the 
Court, Victor Packman, attorney 
for two customers of the Kattel- 
man firm whose questions Kattel- 
man refused to answer, said that 
good faith was a necessary prere- 
quisite for one who would invoke 
the constitutional privilege of re- 
fusing to answer on the ground 
that a reply would tend to incrimi- 
nate him. Kattelman, the attorney 
said, had not shown good faith be- 
cause some of the questions he de- 
clined to answer called for re- 
sponses that obviously could not 
tend to incriminate him. 

Kattelman’s attorneys, however, 
took the position that the witness 
was the sole judge of whether a 
reply would tend to incriminate 
him. He was represented by Pat- 
rick H. Cullen, Clem F. Storck- 
man, and former Assistant United 
States District Attorney C. J. Statt- 
ler, whose son was one of Kattel- 
man's salesmen. 

Argument of Cullen. 

Cullen argued that the charges 
in the injunction suit of the Secur- 
ities Commission, if they were pre- 
sented in the form of an indict- 
ment and if they were proved 
would be sufficient to convict his 
client of using the mails to de- 
fraud. 

Enumerating the dangers which 
confronted Kattelman. Cullen spoke 
of the new Securities and Exchange 
Act, “which is as full of teeth as a 
shark’s jaw,” the postal laws and 
regulations, the bankruptcy law, the 
Federal conspiracy statute and va- 
rious State laws. 

The first of the 19 questions 
which Kattelman refused to answer, 
Cullen recalled, was whether he had 
ever had any partners on a “fee 
splitting” basis. “Had he answered 
that question,” Cullen said, “he 
might have opened up an investiga- 
tion by Federal authorities to have 
him prosecuted for conspiracy. It 
was with the greatest reluctance, 
and after a long conference, that 
Kattelman’s counsel decided the 
best course to pursue would be for 
him to refuse to answer questions. 
It is his privilege, and the privilege 
of every man against whom charges 
are brought, to cloak himself in si- 
lence.” 

Cites Coles’ Decision, 


Storckman cited various court de- 
cisions which, he said, upheld the 
position taken by Kattelman. 
Among them was the ruling of Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy Walter D. Coles, 
now on the State Supreme Court, 
that William H. Young and _ his 
brother Fred could not be compelled 
to answer questions about the Wil- 
liam H. Young Bros. (Inc.) broker- 
age firm which failed five years 
ago. Subsequently both were sent 
to prison for mail fraud. 

Kattelman’s company was associ- 
ated with the Young Bros.’ firm by 
an arrangement under which Kat- 
telman resold securities taken by 
Young Bros. in exchange for pre- 
ferred stock of that firm.

ACCUSED OF MURDERING WIFE 


Man Released From Maine Hos- 
pital for Insane Saturday. 
By the Associated Press. 
SANFORD, Me., July 30.—County 
Attorney Seidel said Edward Hill, 
51 years old, had been arrested on 


a charge of murdering his wife, 
Sarah, 61, who died yesterday, sup- 
posedly from injuries suffered in 
a fall down a flight of stairs. 

Hill was discharged Saturday 
from the State Hospital for the In- 
van at Augusta, He had been there 
since July 10; 1934. He was arrest- 
ed after blood and hair was found 
on a stick of firewood lying a few

position, Mr. Williams presided over 
the North American section of the 
International Press Congress at 
Berne, Switzerland, in 1902. He 
visited more than 1000 newspaper 
offices. 


In his stay-at-home years he be- 
came known as teacher of the 
State’s largest Bible class, which 
grew to 400 members and 0over- 
flowed the Columbia Presbyterian 
Church into a storeroom. 


At the exposition, Missouri ed- 
itors drifted into a discussion of the 
teaching of journalism, then an 
academic subject. Joseph Pulitzer, 
founder of the Post-Dispatch, had 
written an article for the North 
American Review, outlining the 
plans which, years afterward, were 
carried our at Columbia University, 
New York. 

The State editors indorsed the 
idea of such a course of instruction 
at the University of Missouri. Mr. 
Williams, a member of the univer- 
sity board of curators by appoint- 
ment of his former Boonville towns- 
man, Gov. Stephens, talked with 
the other members of the board 
about carrying out the idea. 


First Journalism School. 


The curators decided that a chair 
of journalism should be added to 
the professorships of the university, 
and asked Mr. Williams to take 
sucR a chair. He told them that 
a Vair was not enough-—that it 
was time for journalism, as a pro- 
fession, to have its own department, 
with facilities for training its work- 
ers. 

Early in 1908 the board voted to 
create the new department, and 
elected Mr. Williams to be its head. 
He accepted, resigning from _ the 
board of curators and = severing 
his connection with the Herald. 

That summer the new dean or- 
ganized his faculty of two instruc- 
tors, outlined his four-year journal- 
ism course and correlated it with 
the regular instruction in English, 
history, economics and other 
branches, arranged for getting out 
the daily University Missourian as 
a laboratory for the’ school, and 
waited for the students to come. 

They came-—the School of Jour- 
nalism had no difficulty, from the 
start, in getting students. The first 
year 97 were enrolled and one e- 
ceived the degree of Bachelor of 
Science in Journalism, since short- 
ened to Bachelor of Journalism. 
The first few months were the 
hardest for Dean Wiliams and his 
little faculty. The paper had_ to 
come out every day, and had to be 
newsy, and the work fell on the in- 
structors, until they were able to 
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train a staff to gather and assem- 
ble the matter. 

The St. Louis and Kansas City 
dailies—the dean’s assistants were 
men from St. Louis and Kansas 
City papers—were the chief models 
and subjects of study for the em- 
bryo journalists; but Walter Wil- 
liams considered and called himself 
a country editor, and his school was 
a training place for the makers of 
county-seat weeklies and of trade 
journals, as much as for the work- 
ers of metropolitan dailies. 

His Journalism Creed. 

Nor did he promise to turn out 
full-fledged newspaper men and 
women. “To train for journalism, 
not to make journalists,” was his 
modest statement of the school's 
aims. His definite purpose was to 
ground his graduates in principles, 
and to this end he laid emphasis on 
his creed, which many of the 
school’s alumni still Know by heart. 
It follows: 

“I believe in the profession of 
journalism, 

“IT believe that the public journal 
is a public trust; that all connected 
with it are, to the full measure of 
their responsibility, trustees for the 
public; that acceptance of lesser 
service than the public service is 
betrayal of this trust. 

“TI believe that clear thinking and 
clear statement, accuracy and fair- 
ness, are fundamental to good jour- 
nalism. 

“IT believe that a journalist should 
write only what he holds in his 
heart to be true. 

“IT believe that suppression of the 
news, for any consideration other 
than the welfare of society, is in- 
defensible. 

“IT believe that no one should 
write as a journalist what he would 
not say as a gentleman; that brib- 
ery by one’s own pocketbook is as 
much to be avoided as bribery by 
the pocketbook of another; that in- 


escaped by pleading another's in- 
structions or another's dividends. 

“T believe that advertising, news 
and editorial columns should alike 
serve the best interests of readers; 
that a single standard of helpful 
truth and cleanness should prevail 
for all; that the supreme test of 
good journalism is the measure of 
its public service. 

“IT believe that 
which succeeds best. 
serves success-—-fears God and 
honors man; is stoutly indepen- 
dent, unmoved by pride of opinion 
or greed of power, constructive, tol- 
erant but never careless, self-con- 
trolled, patient, always respectful of 
its readers but always unafraid; is 
quickly 
unswayed by the appeal of privilege 
or the clamor of the mob; seeks to 
give every man a chance and, as 
far as law and honest wage and 
recognition of human brotherhood 
can make it so, an equal chance; 
is profoundly patriotic while sin- 
cerely promoting international good 
will, and cementing world comrade- 
ship; is a journalism of humanity, 
of and for today’s world.” 

The school grew to an annual 
enrollment of 350 students or more. 
with graduating classes of more 
than 100 annually since 1927. The 
total number of graduates exceeds 
1900, 
in large part, engaged in newspaper 
work, in 43 states, the District of 
Columbia, Hawaii, the Philippines, 
and 12 foreign countries. Fourteen

Dean Williams was successful, 
almost from the first, in placing 
graduates in positions in various 
parts of the country, and he sent a 
number to selected positions, some

China and Australia. 

Each of the dean's foreign tours 
established new connections for the 
school and its graduate. An edu- 
cational mission took him around 
the world in 1913-14. He was pres- 
ident of the World's Press Congress 
several years, presiding over its 
meetings in Honolulu, Geneva, 
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‘nestly to overcome this handicap,

The Board of Curators con- 
ferred with Gov, Henry 8. Caulfield 
before making its selection final. 

Failing health limited his work 
in his latest office, but Agra 
Williams gave his best efforts of 
the university’s relations with the 
State Government. He was highly 
successful in getting legislators to 
see the need for maintenance of the 
university’s functions, and support 
of its activities, in depression days. 

He retained the deanship of the 
School of Journalism, which he did 
not relinquish until he also retired 
from the presidency. Frank Lee 
Martin, his chief lieutenant in the 
schoo! for all but the first few 
months since its founding, succeed- 
ed him as dean, 

Dean Frederick A. Middlebush, 
acting president for the past year, 
was elected July 1 as Dr. Williams’ 
successor in the presidency.

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RED GROSS RECOVERING 
BODIES FROM YANGTZE 


1500 Crude Coffins Stacked by 
River at Hankow—Flood 
Waters Receding. 


By the Associated Press. 

HANKOW, China, July 30.— 
While crude wooden coffins are 
being stacked in great piles on the 
banks of the Yangtze River near 
here, Red Cross workers are pur- 
suing their task of recovering the 
bodies of flood victims swept down 
from the inundated up-river dis- 
tricts. Carpenters are working 
feverishly to provide the coffins 


needed. 

Each body must be cared for in 
accordance with the Chinese belief 
that the spirits of the dead are 
doomed to eternal restlessness un- 
less their bodies are interred. 


Already 1500 unpainted coffins 
are stacked along the banks and 
hundreds of others are needed. 

The bodies recovered are believed 
to represent only a fraction of the 
total loss of life in the floods, It 
is known that tens of thousands 
of victims were trapped inside the 
walls of cities and behind dikes or 
were swept seaward. 

Crest Apparently Past. 

Although the crest of the floods 
was believed to have passed and 
the waters were receding today, de- 
tails of the devastation are only 
beginning to filter in. 

The Rev. Adolph Koehler of Nico- 
lett, Minn., returning from a 70- 
mile journey up the overflowing 
Han River, said he saw only one 
town that had escaped inundation.

downtown postoffice at Eighth and 
Olive streets in St. Louis. Postof- 
fice officials, unwilling to assume 
entire responsibility for the build- 
ing, had intended closing it when 
the new St. Louis postoffice is com- 
pleted. 

The Clark bill provides that the 
building, as well as similar build- 
ings throughout the United States, 
be turned over to the procurement 
division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, which would be empowered 
to assign space to Federal agencies, 
the rent to be divided among the 
various agencies occupying space. 
Postoffice officials have expressed 
willingness to continue the down- 
town postoffice provided an ar- 
rangement could be made for the 
sharing of the cost. 

Various Federal agencies now 
rent space in St. Louis, and Sena- 
tor Clark said that placing them in 
the downtown postoffice building 
would result in considerable sav- 
ing to the Government.

After the war he 
settled in Chicago, but his shop was 
destroyed in the great fire of 1873 
and he came to St. Louis, 
Sportsmen from England, France,

moose, buffalo, wildcats, bears and 
virtually every species of domestic 
fish and fowl passed through his 
shop.

He had his own method of work- 
ing, and guarded his formula jeal- 
ously.

WIMBLEDON, England, July 30. 
—The United States was white- 
washed in the Davis Cup tennis 
challenge round for the first time 
in 24 years today when Fred Per- 
ry defeated Wilmer Allison, 4—6, 
6—4, 7—5, 6—3, and H. W. (Bun- 
ny) Austin conquered Don Budge, 
6—2, 6—4, 6-8, 7—5. 

Great Britain thus swept all five 
matches of the series and complet- 
ed a magnificent second defense of 
the cup won from France in 1933. 

The victory represents England's 
eighth triumph since the interna- 
tional competition was instituted in 
1900 and the third time sons of 
John Bull have swamped the United 
States. They did it before in 1905 
and 1906. In addition to doing it 
in 1911, Australia also blanked the 
United States in 1909. All in all, it 
was the eleventh time the cup has 
been won in a sweep of five 
matches. 

It was America’s most humiliat- 
ing defeat since Australia blanked 
Uncle Sam’s court representatives 
in 1911 and it marked the end of 
the sixth challenge round bid to 
recapture the coveted trophy since 
it was lost by the United States 
to France in 1927.

THLETIC records show that 

women are gaining rapidly on 
men, in the matter of athletic per- 
formance. 

In the last 20 years during 
which women have been actively 
engaged in athletic competition, 
the girls have improved their 
marks amazingly, due, of course, 
to the poor figures achieved in 
early efforts. 

Women, it must be remembered, 
had no athletic outlook for cen- 
turies. About 25 years ago the 
A. A. U., with great reluctance 
and in the face of a_ storm of 
criticism, decided to recognize 
women’s swimming events. 
storm of protest arose. Shocked 
purists, horrified at the though’ 
of women appearing in_ public 
competition clad in mere trunks, 
tried to discourage this A. A. U. 
innovation. But the girls stood 
fast, and won. 

Recognizing swimming broke 
the dyke and let in all other 
sports by degrees. Today, women 
take part in almost every sport— 
in their own feminine sphere. No 
mixed contests have been ar- 
ranged as yet. 

Inevitably, however, these will 
come to pass, especially in swim- 
ming. This is the sphere in 
which women are farthest § ad- 
vanced. Handicap events will be 
devised if necessary. 

But whether women will ever 
develop far enough to compete on 
equal terms with man in any 
purely physical effort, is doubt- 
ful. 

Man has been built up during 
the centuries when woman was 
immured—or at least not given 
proper opportunity for physical 
development. 

Even without differences of 
structure due to sex, women can’t 
hope to overcome those centuries

HOUSE SENDS THREE MORE

They Are Omnibus Banking, Farm 
Adjustment Amendments and De- 
ficlency Appropriation.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Three 
more big vills—omnibus banking, 
the farm adjustment amendments 
and the second deficiency appro- 
priation—were sent to conference 
yesterday by the House.

NEW PROMISE BY ITALY 
TO PAY BRITISH CREDITORS 


Delay Causes Some London Con- 
cerns, Especially Coal Compan- 
ies, to Refuse Further Sales.

LONDON, July 30.—Protests by 
British creditors against the delay 
in payments by Italy brought new 
assurances from the Italian Gov- 
ernment today, financial quarters 
were informed, that the provisions 
for an Anglo-Italian exchange 
agreement would be fulfilled. 

Delays in payments for _ ship- 
ments caused some concerns here, 
especially coal companies, to refuse 
further sales until old accounts 
were settled. Some Italian ships 
were reported to have heen refused 
coal at Welsh ports.

You can’t and you don’t 
eat the Bible, the golden rule or 
the Ten Commandments, the deed 
to your property, your life insur- 
ance policy or the laborer’s con- 
tract with his employers, whether 
made individually or by collective 
bargaining. 

“The Constitution does not grant 
you and me any rights. It merely 
guarantees and protects our rights, 
and these guarantees are valid 
against the Government or any 
officer of it or any one else. Should 
these guaarntees be taken away 
there will be neither human rights 
or property rights which the Gov- 
ernment need respect.” 

In conclusion, Fletcher said that 
the Republican party believed with

BERLIN, Juiy 30.—The Nazi Gov- 
ernment paying heed to foreign 
opinion, slackened its campaign 
against “state enemies” today, and 
turned its attention instead to com- 
munism—especially in the United 


States. 

A high source said Nazi leaders, 
in council with Reichsfuehrer Hit- 
ler, decided to curb radical activi- 
ties against Jews, “palitical Catho- 
licism” and other “subversive ele- 
ments,” because of the reaction 
abroad. 

The Saxon Interior Minister, how- 
ever, late today decreed dissolution 
of the Steel Helmet war veterans 
organization in Saxony, accusing its 
members of transgressions against 
the state and people. His action 
came shortly after Joseph Buerckel, 
Governor o fthe Saar, ordered Saar 
confessional youth organizations 
henceforth to limit strictly their re- 
ligious activities and abandon uni- 
forms, insignia and banners. All 
confessional youth groups’ with 
sport, political and military aims iu 


the Saar were disbanded. 


Attack by Hiiler’s Paper. 

Hitler's own newspaper, the 
Voelkischer Beobachter, carri2d 
dispatches and photographs in con- 
nection with the tearing of the Ger- 
man flag from the liner Bremen «it 
New York Friday, and the Seventh 
Communist Internationale at Mos- 
cow. Two photographs of strikers 
clashing at Sioux Falls, S. D., were 
displayed on the front page, and 
another of a lynching of a Negro at 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla., on an inside 
page. 

The caption over the strike pic- 
ture said: “Workers at peace in 
Germany—turbulence abroad.” 

Beneath the photograph was: 
“Here must union strikers figat 
strikebreakers and members of 
their own nation with sticks and 
stones because in the freest state in 
the world it is not possible to or- 
ganize a general labor front such “s 
Hitler’s peaceful Germany has.” 

Other newspapers advised the 
United States to take care of its 
Communists as it will, but said: 
“America has a duty to prevent 
them from disturbing friendly rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Germany.” 

Comment on U. 8S. Editorials. 

Editorials from the United States 
press, condemning the Bremen inci- 
dent and the refusal by Mayor Fio- 
rello H, LaGuardia of New York of 
a masseur’s license to a German on 
the grounds of discrimination 
against Americans in Germany, 
were reproduced by German news- 
papers. 

The Reich press insisted, how- 
ever, that there was a general feei- 
ing that such editorials were not a 
sufficient excuse to prevent the 
Propaganda Ministry from appar- 
ently holding out for a formal apol- 
ogy from the State Department at 
Washington. 

A high source said a national 
police campaign against individual 
acts of terrorism was planned, with 
any further pressure against Jews, 
Bolshevism and other “reaction- 
aries” to be in the State’s hands. 

Signs of Moderation in Drive. 

Evidence that the Nazi leaders 
were putting a brake on the cam- 
paign, however, was seen in the 
removal of “don’t buy from Jews” 
stickers from Jewish shops. Jews 
yesterday were ordered to be con- 
sidered for military enlistment if 
they had only two Jewish grand- 
parents, 

An authoritative source said the 
council at which moderation of the 
campaign was ordered was held at 
the Obersalzberg Mountain retreat 
of Hitler, with Gen. Werner von 
Blomberg and Gen. Hermann Wil- 
helm Goering present. This source 
said the Nazi leaders considered 
the possibility of calling a national 
plebiscite to demonstrate the na- 
tion’s confidence in its Nazi admin- 
istration.

The two were 
to leave together for Geneva to 
night. 


King Would Keep Throne. 


Laval gave his ministers little 
hope that the. League would be 
able to effect conciliation, but he 
said he thought it possible that Em- 
peror Haile Selassie would agree 
to Italian control if he retains his 
throne and is spared too great a 
political humiliation. 

Laval learned the Italian senti- 
ment through Ambassador de 
Chambrun, the French envoy. to 
Rome, then told the Cabinet that 
time must be gained through the 
resumption of the Conciliation Com- 
mission’s discussion of the Ualual 
incident of last December. It was 
understood that Laval hoped he and 
Eden would be able to persuade 
Mussolini to take a disguised pro- 
tectorate over Ethiopia instead of 
attempting the conquest of the Af- 
rican empire. 

It was stated that Laval hoped 
Haile Selassie could be convinced 
it was wiser to accept Italian dom- 
ination peaceably than to _ fight 
against overwhelming odds. 


Eden Wants Showdown. 

Eden took off from Croydon Air 
Field for Paris today and is expect- 
ed at Geneva to demand an Italian 
pledge to explore every possible 
channel for a peaceful settlement 
of the Italian-Ethiopian controversy 
before resorting to war. 

Eden intended otherwise to insist 
on a full dress debate at the League 
of Nations’ Council session tomor- 
row of the entire dispute—a show- 
down which the Italian delegation 
is reported to have been instructed 
to avoid at all costs, 

Only on this basis, it was under- 
stood, would the British Govern- 
ment agree to postpone discussion 
of the main issues at the Council 
session tomorrow and accede to 
Italy’s desire to limit the Council's 
action to a routine appointment of 
a fifth arbitrator to the Conciliation 
Commission, 

The commission, however, if Italy 
had its way, would be empowered 
to discuss only minor frontier inci- 
dents. A feeling prevailed in Brit- 
ish circles that Mussolini was only 
playing for time and that his will-

Rocky Mountain Area—To pro- 
vide a depot essential to the main- 
tenance of the general headquar- 
ters air force, and to afford oppor- 
tunity for training in operations 
from fields in high altitudes.

The precise form of the measures could not be deter- 
mined, of course, by such a poll, but the mandate to 
Washington to work out suitable laws would be 
unmistakable. Yet what we now find is officials who 
apparently misread the temper of the people, who 
seem content to do nothing to prevent repetition of 
World War history. 

While specious objections block the working out 
of a program, war clouds lower over Europe, Asia 
and Africa, and we are little better prepared to deal 
with the problems they create for America than in 
1915. Americans traveling in the war zone, destruc- 
tion of American ships, foreign propaganda here, fi- 
nancing of belligerents by financia] houses—all these 
will present problems no less perplexing and danger- 
ous than they did in those days. Unless we take 
steps to block these possible roads to war, the out- 
come can only be the same. 

Official Washington needs to be informed emphat- 
ically that the people want to keep out of the next 
war, if and when it occurs. If they must sacrifice, 
the sacrifice can be endured better than the burdens 
and broken homes of another war. President Roose- 
velt said at a press conference last week that he de- 
sired Congress to enact neutrality legislation at the 
present session, He realizes, and others should 
awaken to the fact, that this is no time for trifling 
with one of our most urgent problems. 
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SUBSIDIES FOR CHISELERS. 


By a coincidence that indicates the gravity of the 
problem, both the Nation and New Republic this 
week carry articles on a little-discussed phase of re- 
lief. This is the matter of relief payments to per- 
sons who are employed, full or part-time, but who 
are paid so little that they must get part of their 
maintenance from public funds. “Who gets supple- 
mentary relief?” asks the Nation writer, C. Hartley 
Grattan, and answers by showing that although the 
worker gets the money, “The person whose income 
is supplemented is the employer.” Thus an employ- 
er who does not pay his workers a living wage is 
in effect subsidized by the Government, which makes 
up the deficit from taxes paid by the people. 

The New Republic article, by Esther M. Douty, 
consists of six case histories from a Southern city 
that illustrate this unspeakable practice. One is 
that of a fashionable and wealthy hostess, who pays 
her Negro cook “depression wages” so low that the 
cook must go to the relief office for clothing. A to- 
bacco grower gives his domestic help free rent and 
firewood, but no rations or pay, so they become re- 
lief charges. A cotton mill's part-time workers can’t 
live on their wages, and perforce resort to the FERA. 
The humanitarianism that guides relief expendi- 
tures thus is used by conscienceless employers to 
evade an expense that is a legitimate charge on 
their business. The practice may be comparatively 
rare, but it is certain to spread if the collapse of 
NRA is followed by general lowering of employment 
standards. As-we have often shown, business pros- 
perity can be maintained only by a fair wage policy, 
so that workers may also be consumers of the goods 
they produce. The opposite tendency, to chisel wages 
so that workers become public charges, will result in 
disaster if it becomes general. If employers are 
wise, they will aid the Government in stopping this 
unjust practice. 
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A NEW BOOK. 


Columbia University has made a whole in one. 
There’s a golfish tang to that expression, but the 
feat, let us hasten to say, is intellectual. The an- 
nouncement reports the completion of an American 
Encyclopedia in a single vloume. The book is de- 
scribed as “a compendium of human knowledge’ 
which will answer satisfactorily any question occur- 
ring to normal curiosity. The specialist, it is con- 
ceded, may turn up a disdainful nose at the paucity 
of data which, for most of us, will be a treasure 
trove, or, anyhow, a sumptuous spread. 

Dimensionally, the book will be three inches thick, 
or about half the embonpoint of a full-fledged dic- 
tionary. Its compactness, it is believed, will invite 
consultation. Nothing is said about the reputation 
for erudition that may be acquired by putting in a 
paltry 15 minutes a day on its fecund pages, but 
the industrious wight who does it will astound al- 
most any company with his profound knowledge of 
his country’s history. He will know a lot of things, 
too, about the who’s who and what's what of other 
lands. 

A word of kindly warning may be given to persons 
contemplating possession of this book. The thieves 
that ply their foul trade, laying their larcenous hands 
on works of reference, will be inclined to gaze cov- 
etously on this easily misappropriated jewel. Per- 
haps these public enemies can be frustrated by sgit- 
ting up nights with the book. 
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A REFRESHING ACTION. 


In a world where repudiation of legal obligations, 
both public and private, has reached a point perhaps 
unparalleled in history, it is refreshing to dwell upon 
a nation which insists upon discharging a debt of 
honor. This nation is the Irish Free State, whose 
President, Eamonn de Valera, came to the United 
States some 15 years ago to solicit funds to advance 
the cause of the “Irish Republic.” He collected sev- 
eral million dollars, for which bonds were given, but 
most contributors were moved by sentiment and 
had no idea of being repaid. 

Now, the money is being returned, plus interest 
totaling 25 per cent, as the Irish Free State proudly 
acknowledges the gifts as a debt of honor. The ideal 
of an “Irish Republic” has not been achieved, but, 
after 700 years of subjection to England, the Irish 
now are a self-governing unit within the British 
Empire, with approximately the same freedom of 
action as is possessed by Canada, Australia and South 
Africa.

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AN INDEFENSIBLE POLITICAL SWAP. 

Attorney-General Cummings only last month de- 
fended the Federal parole system and assailed those 
of the states, citing as a sign'ficant reason for their 
weakness: “One of the troubles has been too much 
politics in paroles.” Obviously, the best way to pre- 
vent politics in paroles is to bar political appoint- 
ments to parole boards. Yet now we see Mr, Cum- 
mings asking for and obtaining the resignation of a 
non-political appointee, Dr. Amy N, Stannard, in or- 
der to make possible the payment of a political debt 
by giving the post to T. Webber Wilson, lately Fed- 
eral Judge in the Virgin Islands and a central figure 
in the dispute recently settled by a juggling of ap- 
pointments. 

The criticism that has been. occasioned by Dr. 
Stannard’s ouster is wholly justified. As a psychi- 
atrist of no political connections, she has served ably 
since the board was formed in 1930 by President 
Hoover. A greater abuse than the injustice to Dr. 
Stannard, however, is this extension of spoils poli- 
tics to a field from which, according to Mr. Cum- 
mings himself, it should be rigidly excluded, Mr. 
Wilson may give excellent service here, but his back- 
ground and his career in the Virgin Islands argue 
against it. 

Mr. Cummings’ defense of his action is weak, The 
Parole Board post is not suitable for a woman, he 
says, since only 4.3 per cent of the prisoners eligible 
for parole are women. A capable psychiatrist (which 
Mr. Wilson is not) is an asset to such a board, and 
sex should be of no consideration. What Mr. Cum- 
mings attempts to defend is an indefensible political 
trade, an inroad upon civil service and the merit sys- 
tem, of which the immediate results, the example to 
the states and the precedent it sets can be nothing 
other than harmful to the public interest. 
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CABINET INNOVATION. 

One party leader has just formed a new Cabinet 
in the Netherlands after another had failed, and 
France recently went through the same ordeal. These 
facts, together with the hot weather, germinate an 
idea for countries where the Cabinet system prevails. 
Why not a league to swap Cabinet Ministers, after 
the fashion of exchange professors in the colleges? 
Just now, France could use a little Dutch thrift in 
her financial crisis, and the Netherlands would be 
helped by a bit of French finesse. When the task of 
forming a new Cabinet becomes a matter of house- 
to-house canvassing, a new face at the door may 
help make the sale. Cabinet-making also resembles 
the organizing of a picnic with half the invitation 
list not on speaking terms with the others, and an 
imported host might get a more representative turn- 
out. 

This won't be quite so silly as it may sound when 
some cabinet-system nation (our eye is on France) 
is forced to send out for help because it runs out of 
candidates at home. 
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ST. LOUIS COUNTY’S LITTLE RFC. 

Unfeeling auditors, working on St. Louis County 
finances, have unearthed the fact that county poli- 
ticians, for the last 27 years, have had a little RFC 
of their very own. All they needed to tap the reser- 
voir—consisting of money belonging to the schools— 
was to get permission of the County Court, and this, 
evidently, has not been difficult to do. Moreover, 
once a politician got a loan from the school fund, 
he could let it run for years without being harassed 
for payment. Some borrowers have paid interest 
charges; others have not even bothered to do that. 

Some of the details are illuminating. Of loans ag- 
sregating $301,675, delinquencies total $120,000. 
Paul Kammerer, co-owner of a roadhouse, borrowed 
$16,770 four years ago, and still owes principal of 
$16,500 and interest of $2974. George T. Heege, for- 
mer State Representative, has paid no interest on 
a loan of $3000 made in January, 1932. County Jail- 
er Heinrich got $5500 three years ago and has paid 
no interest. Three loans, totaling $15,500, made in 
1908 to William H. Tegethoff, former State Repre- 
sentative, are still outstanding, though the interest 
is paid. And so on. 

The loans are secured by real estate. on a good 


deal of which the owners are delinquent in tax pay- 


ments. If the borrowers had gone to private financ- 
they not only would have been 
charged higher interest rates, but they would have 
been forced to pay periodical renewal commissions. 
Besides, private financing companies have an em- 
barrassing habit of demanding reduction of prin- 
cipal,

courses open to China. 

The first is to embarrass Japan by de- 
priving her of every reasonable excuse for 
further action. That is what the Chinese 
are doing just now with a restraint that is 
without parallel in their modern foreign re- 
lations (proving, incidentally, how easily 
officialdom can hold in leash “spontanous 
popular demonstrations” against the alien 
when it wants to). 

If this fails, the desperate alternative for 
China is to provoke a Japanese invasion 
on the biggest possible scale, convert her- 
self into a vast morass and literally swamp 
as great an army as Japan can be induced 
to deliver up to the demoralizing job of 
policing chaos. 

The Chinese will have no doubt of the 
result, Their history teaches them. that 
they have a power of absorption and as- 
similation which no Asiatic race can re- 
sist. They know that if Japan could be 
teased into moving into China, the process 
of digestion might be somewhat painful but 
the result of it would be China’s gain—an 
infusion of virility and aggressiveness, 
while they lasted—and the end of the Jap- 


anese menace for all time. 
. e 


Over an enormous area, and under a 
greater variety of climatic conditions than 
are to be found in the United States, the 
Chinese are a remarkably homogeneous 
people, But this is not because they are, 
in either the scientific o1: the popular 
sense, a “pure” race. It is because the pre- 
historic aboriginal element is “dominant” 
in a cross with any of the dozen other ele- 
ments that have gone to make up China's 
population, 

Even a so-called “half-caste” who is sev- 
en parts Northern European and only one 
part Chinese, in nine cases out of 10 will 
have the straight black hair, sallow com- 
plexion and short round head of “the 400,- 
000,000 brothers.” In three cases out of five, 
he will also have the low-bridged nose, an:l 
“Mongoloid fold” of the upper eyelid, which 
make him indistinguishable in Chinese 
clothes from any “pure” Chinese. 

Two thousand five hundred years ago, 
China was already an ethnological swamp. 
Into it a hundred streams of virile bar- 
barians have flowed to freshen it in spots 
for a few generations, .but to no lasting 
effect on its waters but their steady exten- 
sion. Between the time of Confucius and 
the Christian era, the Turkish-speaking 
Huns from the Altai began to roll in, each 
tide ruffling the serenity of the pool for a 
time and helping to push its boundaries 
farther south, making millions of new Chin- 
ese, but reducing all, Huns included, to the 
one dominant type. 

In the south at that time, the aboriginal 
folk of the unalterable type were already 
proving their digestive power by soaking 
up an unknown body of black kinky-haired 
pygmies, like the Andaman islanders and 
the Sakai of the Malay peninsula, and by 
giving the offspring of this blend almond 
eves, light skins and straight, black hair— 


H AVING abandoned all hope of Occiden- 


though a curly head still appears occasion- 
ally in South China to tell the tale. 

China has understood and reveled in her 
power. She has realized that she enjoy2d 
a racial integrity on which no infusion ef 
alien blood could make an impression. In 
her assurance, China has often invited 
whole nations of Hunnish, Turkish and 
Tungusic peoples into her borders, to use 
them as the defenders of her frontiers 
against their savage kindred, She has then 
proceeded to make Chinese of them in lan- 
guage, manner of living, religious customs 
and superstitions, and finally in appearance. 

The descendants in China of the big con- 
quering armies of the Cathayans of the 
Middle Ages, of the Mongol and Turkish 
hordes of Kublai Khan, and of the Maa- 
chus, who so lately constituted the ruling 
caste in China, are all good conforming, 
slant-eyed Changs and Wangs now. I have 
seen in Kansu the descendants of the Arab 
mercenaries who were imported in the 
T’ang dynasty to fight the Tibetans, the 
Jews of Kaifeng and the Albazini Rus- 
sians of Peking’s northeast quarter, and 
in spite of long study of Chinese types, 
would have pronounced them as “pure” 
Chinese as any if I had not known their 
history. 


* * . 

Such experiences as these, living lessons 
to a hisf6ry-conscious people, have con- 
vinced the Chinese that they can very 
shortly effect a cultural and then racial 
conquest of any Asiatic people that con- 
quers China and moves in, as all conquer- 
ors in the past have had to do to make the 
conquest effective and farm China profit- 
ably. They do not feel this confidence, 
however, about Occidental intervention and 
exploitation. The contacts of the last few 
centuries have taught China that while the 
Occidental can impose very effective con- 
trol by giving the Chinese people the peace 
and the local self-government which they 
cherish above all else, he is culturally * 
non-conformist and does not move in. 

It is to just such absentee control in 
China that the Japanese aspire. The Jap- 
anese military want such a firm grip on - 
Chinese officialdom that there will be no 
possible chance of an effective Chinese di- 
version in the event of another Russo-Jap- 
anese war. Japanese big business men 
want in China an orderly and peaceful mar- 
ket and source of raw materials. 

This perhaps answers one of the ques 
tions which intelligent long-range Amer- 
ican observers of Japan’s doings are ask- 
ing: How far does Japan intend to go in 
China? The Japanese not only want but 
now must go far enough to insure that the 
Chinese are sufficiently cowed to submit 
to such absentee control on a big scale as 
the Occidentals have so successfully im- 
posed in their colonies and concessions on 
a small scale. They have no desire to move 
in as a conquering, colonizing race, because 
they know from experience that their emi- 
grants will not settle in any country where 
the lower standard of living of the natives 
puts them at a competitive disadvantage, 

Since the Japanese have a very intimate 
knowledge of Chinese history, they cer- 
tainly do not look forward to permanent 
maintenance of a. big army of occupation; 
for if the Chinese could force Japan to

T is interesting to observe the response of 

various Senators to the Roosevelt tax 
message. The Hamiltonian tendency of the 
message—that is, its assumption that taxa- 
tion may be, and should be, not only a means 
of raising revenue, but an important instru- 
mentality of social control—is carefully 
avoided by such traditional Jeffersonians as 
Senators Harrison and Robinson. They 
confine themselves to the budget-balancing 
features of the message. 

Likewise Senator Byrd, hitherto regarded 
as rather opposed to the administration, on 
this occasion comes out promptly in favor 
of one feature of it—namely, the abolition 
of tax-exempt securities. As this has been 
advocated in ‘he past by personalities as 
different as Carter Glass and Andrew Mel- 
lon, it can hardly be said to have any par 
tisan significance, and Byrd's support of 
it is no indication that he favors the use 
of the taxing power to reduce the concen 
tration of wealth.

Most interesting of all, though, is not 
what anybody said, but what the stalwarts 
of the Republican party didn’t say.

In my mind, the only question that .@ 
mains to be answered is whether the Jap 
anese will be stupid and obstinate enougs 
to go trudging on into the futile, ruinous 
and perhaps fatal conquest of an ethnolog- 
ical quagmire. The answers is that if the 
military retain control of Japanese policy, 
they will; for the Japanese military are 
just that stupid and obstinate. They woud 
put a million men in China and keep them

Sea Rights in Wartime Not Worth Fighting for. 
He Days, Urging Declaration of Policy. 


By GEN. HUGH 8. JOHNSON. 
WASHINGTON, July 30. 
OMETHING about the sea has 
sucked us into war more than 
once and near it often. The rev- 
olution was brought to a head by 
a British racket on the exports and 
imports of the colonies. The war 
of 1812 was due to interference with 
our merchant ships. 

In the Civil War, our removal of 
two Confederate agents from a 
British ship brought us too close for 
comfort to a war with England. 
Our Spanish war broke out because 
the Maine was torpedoed in Havana 
harbor. 

German submarines, sinking our 
ships, brought us into the World 
War on the allied side. But En- 
giand had given us an equal cause 
for war by high-handed invasion 
of our rmeutral rights on all the 
Seven Seas. -Allied propaganda was 
better and our Ambassador at Lon- 
don had “gone British on us.” So 


we let ourselves be bunked into a 


war where we had no business to 


Many commentators believe the 
world to be on the verge of a new 
war. I don’t! But war is always 
@ possibility and from the moment 
it begins, we shall be in terrible 
danger. Neutral rights were de- 
fined when trade was but an inci- 
dent to war. Now trade is an in- 
strument of war. Economic strang- 
ulation is now the principal weapon 
of embattled nations. 

In 1918, the torpedoing of a tramp 
steamer rolling up from Chile with 
a cargo of nitrates was a greater 
blow than the loss of an infantry 
division on the Western front. En- 
gland was almost forced to her 
knees by submarine sinkings and 
Germany finally failed through 
starvation of “the home front” long 
before the Hindenburg line crum- 
bled. 

Modern war is a death struggle of 
economic systems. As the greatest 
producer of both raw and finished 
products, the holder of much of the 
earth’s gold, the guardian of the

They 
will be violated in any new war. 
Are they worth fighting for? 

War is now world conflagration. 
Patriotism is the most inflammable 
of materials.
